Panis, Feb. 28—It has been stipulated that 
only 30,008 German troops shall enter Paris, 
and that they sball not march beyond the 
Place de la Concorde. Several journals an- 
nounce that they will suspend publication 
during the occupation of the city. All re- 
commend the inhabitants (to remain within 
doors and close their shutters. The author- 
ities are uneasy in regard to the attitude of 
the population when the Prussians march in. 
The National Guard have! been under arms 
all night, and are greatly discontented. 1t}| 
is doubtful if they can be depended upon to 
restrain the people from violence on the ap- 
pearance of the enemy—Sunday being the 
anniversary of the proclamation of the Re- 
public of 1848, The Reds held a mass meet- 
ing at the Place de-ia Bastele. 

The Journal des Drpaisisnys that during 
the three years allowea for the payment of 
the indemnity, 50,000 Prussian troops will 
vccupy Champagne, exercising the right of 
requisition, and live at the expense -of the 
French Government. If payment be com- 
pleted befure the lime expires, Champagne 
will be immediately evacusted. 

It is understood that during the occupation 
of theecity, an unarmed detachment of the 
enemy will be permitted to visit the pubic 
edifices in all parts of the city, but the army 
corps of 30,000 men will not leave Faubory 
Henore 

Tue excitement is intense in some parts of 
the City. It is suid that the National Guard 
Want to point their artillery st. Chaupe 
Elysee. 

Panis, Feb. 27--The Journal des Debats 
comments on the cruel terms of peace im- 
posed jon France, and says’ that Thiers and 
Favre were several. times ‘on the point of 
breaking off {lie negotiations, at the-risk of 
the resumption of hostilities, and yielded 
only to necessity. bListaarck at first de- 
munded an indemnity of;}ten million trancs, 
and it was reduced to the sum finally agreed 
upon only by most strenuous exertions. 

Loxpon, Match 2—A Paris diapatch states 
that several battalions of Germans entered 
the city yesterday, to’occupy their quarters. 
Some battalions soon afterwards paraded to | 

| the Place de la Concorde; soon a line of 
German troops formed along the Seine from 
Pont Joarto the Palais Bourbon, while on 
the right bank, the French National Gaards 
stopped the passage-of all persons in uniform. 
Horse pacrols were circulated and occupied 
their quarters; no acts of dépredation were 
committed. |The main bedy of the army of 
occupation went to Longchamps and Bois de 
Boulogne, where a review was held, and en- 
tered Paris at noon. The Emperor's staff 
are quartered at the Palais Elysee. General 
Kanciki commands the army of occupation. 
The Emperor declares that be will not enter 
the-city. The Crown Prince will, therefore, 
bestow the gifts on the German army. The 
Emperor leaves for Berlin on Saturday, in- 
stead of Monday. 

Veusaititss, Feb 26—The Moniteur fierce- 
ly denounces the arrgance of a Parisian press 
in insulting the victorious: Germans, adding 
to their accusation of pillage and robbery. 
It significantly declares that the occupation 
of Paris would be the best means of stopping 
such boundless effrontery and falsehoods,and 
that the entry of the troops is therefore inev- 
itable as soon as the armistice has expired. 

Panis, Feb. 29.—The Siecle referring to the 
recent message of President Grant to Con- 
gress says it is incomprehensible how the 
President could compare institutions of Ger- 
many to those of the United States, and says 
the camparison must have surprised Bismark 
himself.

The Queen’s Speech. 


Lonpon, February 9th 

Following is the Queen’s speech deli- 
vered at the opening of the session. 

My Lords and Gentlemen.— At an epoch 
of such moment <o the future fortunes of 
Europe,'l aus especially obliged to avail 
myself of your counsels, The war which 
broke out in the month of July, between 
France and Germany, has raged until 
within the last few days with anremitting 
and likewise*unexampled force ; and its 
ravages may be renewed aftera few days 
more, unless modera ivn and forethought, 
prevailing over all impediments, shall 
sway the counsels of both the parties 
whose well-being is so fatally concerned. 
At the time when you separated, I prom- 
ised a censtant attention to the subject of 
nentral obligations and I gudertouk to use 
my best endeavors to prevent the eolarg- 
ment of the war and to contribute, if op- 
portunity should offer, to the restoration 
of an early and bovorable peace. In ac- 
cordance with the first of the declarations, 
I havé maintained the right and strictly 
discharged the duties of neutrality withiv 
the sphere of the two countries, orginally 
engaged.Cherising with care the cordiality 
of my relations with the beligerents have 
forebore from whatever might have been 
constrocd as gratuituus cor o::warranted 
interference between the parties, neither 
of whom had shown @ reudiness to pro- 
pose terms of accommodation, such as 
would bear promise of acceptunce by the 
other. I bave been-uvable on more than 
one occasion to coutribate towards place- 
ing the reprcsenatives of the two contend- 
ingcountries in confidential communication 
bat until compelled by the surrender of 
Paris no further resalt bad been obtained. 
The armistice now being employed for 
the convocation of an assembly in France, 
has brought about a pause in the con- 
stant accumulation ou. both sides of bu- 
man suffering, aud has rekindled the 
hope of a complete sccommadation. | 
pray that this suspeusion may result in a | 
peace compatible for the two great and 
brate nations isvelved—with securi:y 
and with honor, and likely, therefore, to 
command the approval of Europe, and to 
give reasonable hopes of a long daraticn.

This 
Confereuce bas now been for sonie time 
engaged iu its labors, and I confidently 
trust that the result of its deliberation 
will be to uphold the © priuciples 
of public rights, and the gever- 
al policy of the treaty; and at 
the same time by the revision of some 
of its conditions iv a fair and concilatory 
spirit to exbibit a cordial co-operation 
among the Powers with fegard to the’ 
Levant, and greatly regrat that my earn- 
est efforis have failed to procure the 
presence at the Conference of any repre- 
sentative of the French nation, which 
was one of the chief parties to the treaty 
of 1856, and which must ever be regard- 
ed as a principal and indispensable mem- 
ber of the great Commonwealth of Ea- 
rope. 
The lessona of wilitary experience 
afforded by the present war have been 
numerous und important. The time ap- 
pears appropriate for turning such lessous 
to account, by efforts more decisive than 
heretofore’ at practical improvement, lo 
attempting this, you will not fail to bear in 
mind the special featares in the position of 
this country,-o favourable to the {freedom 
and secarity: of the people, and if the 
changes from a less to a more effective 
aod elastic system-of defensive military 
preparations sball be found to involve at 
least for atime, an increase of various 
charges, your prudence and patriotism 
will not grudge the cost as long so as you 
are satisfied that the end is important 
and thé means judicious. No time will be 
lost in laying before you a bill for the 
better regulation of the Army and the 
auxiliary land forces of the Crown, and I 
hardly need comniend it to your anxious 
aud impartial consideration. 

At different times several questions 
of importance have arisen, which ara not 
yet adjusted. and which materially effect 
the relutions between the United States 
and the Territories and people of British 
North America, Que of them in partic- 
ular which concerns the fisberies calls for 
au carly settlement leat the possible indis~ 
cretion of individuals should impair the 
neighborly understanding which i is op 
all groauds so desirable to cherish and 
maiutain. I huve therefore engaged in 
an amicabie communication with the 
President of the United States in order 
to determine the most couvenient mode 
of treatment for these matters. I have 
saggested the appointment of a joint 
commission, aud heave agreed (te w prop, 


| oxul of the President that this commission 


shull be authurized at the sume time and 
the same mespoer to feceive the considers 
tion of the American claims growing ont 
the circumstances of the late wer. This 
arrangement will by common eonsent iu- 
clude all claims for compeusation which 
have been or may be wade by each Gov- 
ernmeut or by its citizens upon the other. 

The establishment of a Prince of the 
fLuuseof Savoy on the throne of Spain of 
the free choice of the popularly elected 
Represantatives of Spanish Nation. 1 
trust will insure for that country, which 
has passed with so moch temperance and 
self-control, through a prolonged and 
trying crisis, the blessings of a stable 
Govecnment. 

I am notable to state that the inquiry

The anxiety wich the massacre at 
Tientsin on 2lst’ of June last called forth, 
has hapily been dispelled, and while it 
will be my earnest endeavor to provide 
for the security of my sucjects and their 
trade in those remote quarters, I count 
on your concurence-in the policy thet | 
have adopted of recognizing the Chinese 
Government as eutitled to be dealt with 
in its relations with the countryin a 
conciliatory and forebearing — spirit- 

Tbe Parliamentary recess has been of 
anxivus interest in regard to foreign 
affairs, but I rejoice to acquaint you that 
my relations aref as heretofore, those of 
friendship and good understanding with 
the Sovereigns and States of the civilized 
world. 

Papers illustrative of the condact of my 
Government in relation to the several 
matters on which I have summarily touch 
ed will be duly laid before you 

In turoivg to domestic matters 1 have 
first to inform you that I have spproved 
of a marriage between my daughter, the 
Princess Louisa, and the Marquis of 
Lorve, sud I bavedeclared my consent 
to this union ina council of gentlemen 
of the House of Commons. 

The revenue of the coantry fluurishes 
and the condition of the trade and indus- 
try may, though with partial drawbecka, 
be declared satisfactory.
